Observation of motorists making a 


right-hand turn on a red light in' 
Hope leads us to believe not many of 
them know what the law is on this 
question. 


Drivers plow through a red light 


and make n right-hand turn, without 
even slackening up. That's a violation 
of the law in all cities having traffic 
lights. 


The law requires all traffic to come 


to a complete stop in front of a red 
light. 


Then, having come to a complete 


stop, traffic wishing to turn right may 
proceed slowly into thc new stream 
of traffic. But the fellow in the other 
stream oT traffic has right-of-way,' and 
you proceed into that traffic at your 
own risk. 


Anyone making a right-hand turn 


on a red light without first coming 
to a stop has simply "run thc light" 
and faces arrest. 


He ought to be arrested—arid pro-

BATAVIA, Netherlands East-Indies 
W—The agreement of last year 


whereby Japan was to get 1,800,000 
tons of oil annually from the Nether- 
land East-Indies has been suspend- 
ed by the Dutch and all monetary and 
commercial dealings with Japan were 
placed on a special permit basis. 


The extent of the economic mea- 


sure was outlined Monday at a ses-* 
sion of the peoples council of this 
Dutch colony by H. J. van Mook, di- 
rector of economic affairs, who has 
been chief of the economic negoti- 
tations with Japan. 


U. S. Blamed 


TOKIO -(/P)— The foreign officeV 


controlled Japan Time and Advertis- 
er Monday 
described 
the 
United 


States as "hostile" and the leader in 
a grim economic battle against Japan 
as the Japanese press employed sharp- 
er terms in attacking Washington's 
economic measures. 


Informed circles, however, said the 


action of the Netherlands East-Indies 
in freezing Japanese assets follow- 
ing the U. S. lead, might produce 
far more consequence than the Amer- 
ican program.

eral points in the interior by agree- 
ment with the Vichy government. 


The inland concessions are in An- 


nam, coastal region running most of 
the length of the colony and in Cochin, 
China at the southernmost tip across 
the Gulf of Siam from Malaya. 


Japanese troops were said also to 


have use of Indo-China roads and pos- 
sibly railroads to move to newly ac- 
quanited bases. They already have 
bases in northern Indo-China.
